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- OPPOSITION TO THE, SAINTS IN ARIZONA, 


Ir is pretty generally known that the Latter-day Saints have for a 8 of 
years past deen extending their settlements into Arizona. President Brigham 
Young, with prophetic eye, saw the importance of having the Saints occupy 
that region many years ago, and for a number of years before his death was 
excecdingly anxious about it. An attempt was made under his direction 
about eleven years ago to colonize it, by a company of hardy ‘pioneers, 
selected for the purpose, crossing the Colorado river and making their way to 
a considerable distance into the interior of the country, but the drouth was 0 
bad that, after spending some time in exploring the country and learning of 
its climatic:and other features, and suffering somewhat for want of water 

they returned to Utah and reported unfavorably as to the project. This 8 
not, however, satisfy President Young; he was sure there was a country there 


which was susceptibie of cultivation and which could in time be made a most 
excellent’ home for the Saints, and others were called as missionaries to go 
and occtipy shat region, establish permanent homes for ‘themeclves and ** 
pare for more to follow. SONOS 
The principal inhabitants of Arizona at that thine wet» ‘Thdiane. 
Mexicans, with here and there a white man engaged in ranching. There were 
a few old Mexican towns, such as Tucson, Prescott and Albquerque, and there 
some white men were to be found, engaged in mercantile and other branches 
of business, but few of them had manifested much enterprise in agricultural 
matters. Indeed, the country was in rather a wild state, and only very 
sparsely settled. But soon afterwards gold and silver mines were discovered 
in that region, and a vast influx of the roving, adventurous, lawless class of | 
western men was the result.

the desert redeemed, the waste places made glad and the Indians greatly 
improved by the efforts of the Saints; and they as a people have increased in 
numbers there until they have Become a power in the land. ‘ But all this has 
not been ‘accomplished without difficulty. Obstacles such as would have 
appalled a less resolute ‘people have been met and overcome, and by their 
union of effort and purpose, through their effective organization, and with 
the blessing of the Almighty, they have in a few years accomplished a work 
that i is a marvel to those who behold it. — 

It must ‘not be supposed though that this has been done without exciting 
the envy and cupidity and consequent hatred of a great many of their 
neighbors. Those who were too indolent or lacking in enterprise to develop 

“he latent resources of the country themselves, are ready enough to decry and 
ersecute the “Mormons” for having done so, and now envy them their 
‘possessions and would like to drive them out and despoil them of their 
Property.

Eꝛider Drues guid the restoration of the ancient Gospel was in fulfillment 
of the Seripturés, and wis a certain sigu of the second coming of Christ, for 
He had declared that it should be preached in all the world for a witness be- 
fore the end would come.
